Shaeffer, President of the National 
Edu cational Association, and Su perin­ 
tendent of t fie schools of PeiiiiHylva- 
u ia, lis t night, in a lectu re before a 
large au dience at the 
Chau tau qu a, 
proved that a common school and high 
school edu cation is worth $22,000 to 
the average man. 
Dr. Shaeffer’s su bject 
w»h "D oes 
an Edu cation P ay ," and the line of 
his argu m ent w as.that it, did. 
He not 
only showed that an edu cation paid, 
bu t he showed that it L perhaps the 
best paying investment that one can 
make. 
In the cou rse of his remake, 
Dr. 
Bhaeffer tou ched u pon the influ ence of 
edu cation u pon ¿civilization, especial­ 
ly its valu e as a preventative of crime, 
and advocated the application of in ­ 
du strial training 
to edu cation. 
He 
m entioned 
G erm any’s 
su periority 
over the rem ainder of the world in 
indu strial edu cation, 
and explained 
that German schools are more thor- 
ongh. 
In stating the valu e of an edu cation 
he explained that the average edu cated 
man is capable of earning # 1000 per 
year, and if he works 40 years, which 
is the average working period in a

that 
the difference in t! e 
earnings of the tw o men, in the 40 
years is the valu e of an edu cation, or 
the am ou nt that an edu cation pays. 
"T he worst investm ent that parents 
can m ake," he said, " ‘is in the boy 
who, when he is sent away to college, 
or while he is going to high school, 
spends his tiiu e in idleness and does 
not get the benefit of the investment. 
T hat is the worst investm ent that 
parents can m ake.' ’ 
Dr. Shaeffer commented u pon the 
nu mber of lady teachers in the schools 
and declared that the su ccess of the 
broader school system of today is du e 
to them, beoau se’of woman’s natu ral 
missionary spirit, which makes her an 
ideal teacher. 
"D o 
not thin k ,” 
declared 
Dr. 
Shaeffer, " tha t the domain in which 
edu cation pays is altogether in the a l­ 
m ighty dollar. 
It does not all lay in 
casft, bu t in its influ ence on the life 
and character of the pu pil.” 
He de­ 
clared tha t, it ; gives him religiou s 
fafth, hope au d am bition, au d the self- 
sacrificing love of home and cou ntry, 
of kindred and friends and of God, 
and that which is best in God’s u n i­ 
verse.

Many persons have been killed au d in­ 
ju red. 
Onereport says the disaster is as great 
as that destroyed Sau Francisco. While 
earthqu akes are more or less common 
along the Chilean coast, it has been sev­ 
eral years since a severe shock was repor­ 
ted. 
Practically every bu ilding in Valpa­ 
raiso, it is said, is damaged and there 
are fires in different parts of the city. 
The earthqu ake has interru pted cable 
facilities to lower 
Sou th 
American 
points au d commu nication is restricted 
to the rou te via Lisbon. 
Valparaiso, a oitv of 150,000 popu la­ 
tion, is the chief seajKirt of Chile, and is 
located in a province of the same name. 
It is 90 miles from Santiago, the capital, 
with which it is connected by railway. 
The city has been greatly damaged by 
earthqu akes on variou s occasions, nota­ 
bly in 1822, 1859 and 1861. 
Considerable American capital is in ­

enterprise« at Valparaiso*

Greenwood, S. C., Aug. 
17.—Boh 
Davis, the negro who assaulted Miss 
J ennie Brooks near here Mbmlay, was 
lynched here at 7 o’clock last night. 
Governor Heyward was present and 
made a strong appeal to save the ne­ 
gro, but the mob was determined and 
shot the negro to death. 
The negro 
was captured during the afternoon 
near Ninety-Six . and was positively 
identified by Miss Brooks. 
He was 
carried about a hundred yards from 
the Brooks home and lynched, a negro 
woman firing the first shot. 
It is impossible 
to estim ate the 
crowd, as citizens from several coun­ 
ties ha« l gathered at the scene, and 
for two days had been In pursuit of 
the negro, but it is certain that hun­ 
dreds of bullets were sent through his 
body 
The militia in this section of- 
the sta te is now encamped at Ohicka- 
mauga, and there were no nearby 
troops to be t ailed upon. 
The gover­ 
nor's guards and the Richland volun­ 
teers had been ordered to hold them­ 
selves in readiness in the event that 
their services were needed, but the 
mob was de termined. 
The assault by Davis on Miss Brooks 
was made last Tuesday in her father’s 
store, where she was temporarily In 
charge. 
After making some purchases 
the negro grasped a meat knife, shout­ 
ing. "You are whai 1 w a nt!”

sprang toward th« ' girl 
Miss Brooks 
attempted to defend herself with an 
in n bar, but th** negro slashed her 
across the throat, making a gash four 
indues long and almost severed two of 
her fing« *rs 
Afterward he went three 
miles to another farm and outraged a i 
foiarteeu-year-oid negress. 
A posse of 
a thousand nun start**« ! in pursuit of 
the negro soon after the outrage at 
fhe Brooks store, and finally captured 
him n« *ar Ninety-Six , a town nine miles 
from Greenwood.

Veuise. Italia, August 
2d, 
Editor Republican : 
In response to your wish, I sent 
this letter to home friends througl 
the medium of your excellent paper, 
trusting that the message mav convey 
some impressions made Upon the w rit 
er of the scenes, amid which he i* 
now w riting. 
A journey from Florence to Venic* 
brings one through the bast farming 
district in all Italv. 
The entire dis 
tance traverse« ! is replete w ith field* 
of corn, wheat and hemp. and vine­ 
yards, ad infinitum. 
1 was gr Tally 
surprised at the amount anti quality 
of the corn, which from the car win 
dow ap]» eared to have • a good healthy 
green color. 
The stock of the corn ii- 
not so highh, nor are the^ears so large 
as our Indian corn. 
The wheat fields are quite small, 
but consistent with Italian farm ing, 
and I m ight add, European farm ing 
Wheat was 
ripe and 
tlie j>easant> 
were busily engaged here and there 
cutting the ripened grain w ith the 
scythe ; and in some places threshing 
was in progress w ith the prim itive 
flail as- the modus operandi 
Almost every other field is a vine­ 
yard. 
Small trees are planted for no 
other purpose except to support the 
fruit laden vines that stagger oyer 
many fields. 
A great deal of hemp is grown and 
I 
noticed several rice fields in the 
river bottoms. 
The hay harvest was at its height 
%nd the fields were full of women 
harvesting the crop. 
Surely that fa 
m iliar tuue, where, “ the women do 
the work, do the work, and the men 
stand around.’’ has a practical 
Rig 
nificance in Italy 
The women were 
stacking the hay on ricks for curing, 
which 
it 
would 
readily do under 
the burning rays of an Italian sun 
The ricks consisted of one center poh- 
abont 10 feet high and at intervals of 
two feet, horizontal pieces extended 
out from the center pole. 
A very interesting sight to me was 
tho 
breaking up of 
wheat ground 
with ox teams. 
The oxen are all big 
white fellows, with long, but grace 
fully curved horns. 
They were very 
strong in appearance and rapparently 
quite good 
natured. 
Two or three 
teams were working in a single field; 
one man operated the plow, while an 
other, w ith his long whip, drove the 
oxen. 
The movements of the plow 
was slow and jerkv, this being due to 
the head oxen looking around every 
once in a while to survey the country 
behind him and his fellow workers. 
However, the soil was being turned 
and no doubt w ill soon receive a new 
crop. 
It m ight be well to call attention 
to the fact that all of the farm ing 
country mentioned above is confined 
to a latitude which is practically all 
north of Indiana. 
Rome, much fa rth­ 
er south, though about in the center 
of the Italian peninsula, is on a paral­ 
lel 
with the latitude 
of Chicago. 
The public highways, like all other 
roads I have seen in Europe, are very- 
fine. 
They have the appearance of 
well kept macadimized 
roads 
and 
look tem pting to one who likes to 
travel oti a wheel. The hills along the 
way are worn and old, showing plain 
ly the hand of time and usage. 
Tin* 
tret« that flourish best in Italy are the 
fig, t>ear, olive, lemon, poplar 
and 
sycamore, at least I have seen more of 
the above trees than auv others and 
their sjmhmoh seem to predominate 
I crossed the Po, the largest rivei 
in Italy, near Kovingo ; |iassed through 
forty-eight tunnels and ma ny pretty 


Toe city lies on the northwestern 
coast of the Adriatic, w ithin a lagoon 
cf U 8 islands, all joined by 450 foot 
bridge« and is divided into two parte 
by life Grand canal, the Broadway of 
tie* citv 
This 
canal 
which glide*- 
make-like for 4153 yards between tire 
group of islands in the shape of a dis­ 
torted 
“ 8 ** is 
spanned 
by 
three 
bridges; the fine old one of Rialto, 
vnd two modern iron ones, near the 
Academy and the railw ay station. 
The canals are the streets, the gon 
dola the vehicle. 
One hundred and 
sixty canals flow like broad and nar 
row girdles between the age-black- 
ned palaces and envelop the city in 
still and mystic shadows. 
Streets and 
illevs are known a 8 ‘*Oalli” a n d “ Cal- 
tette. ’’ 
They traverse the town in 
every direction, creating a labyrinth 
of bewildering paths. 
These 
calli, 
2094 In number, are 
generally less 
than a foot above the highest tide and 
serve as paths whereby foot passen 
gers may walk all over Venice. 
The city, w ith its population of 
150,000 and its 15,000 houses and pal­ 
aces. is built on oaken piles which 
reach down through the rand to the 
bard clay mire stratum below. 
Upon 
these piles are laid planks of wood 
which are covered up to the high 
water level w ith m ortar and slabs of 
marble. 
The exteriors of the chimneys pre­ 
sent a striking yievv from the way in 
which they rise above the buildings 
and roots, often ending up in shape« 
like reversed flowerpots, or capitals 
without any adornment or carvingjon 
them. 
In front of tlie palaces are the 
gondola posts, richly decorated with 
the coat-of-arms 
and colors of the 
owners. 
The 
renaissance 
style 
of 
art'hitec*ture predominates in Venice. 
On the Grand Canal, immediately 
joining this hotel, is 
the 
Palazzo 
Con tan i Fasear, a palace built in the 
fourteenth century and is pointed out 
as the house of Desdemona. 
Peronally 
I think the socalled Desdemona house 
a myth and the character the result 
of the creative im agination of a Shake­ 
speare 
A little further 
down the 
canal on the opposite 
side is 
the 
Palazzo Rez/.omoo. now known as the 
Browning 
house. 
For here it was 
that Robert Browning died in 1889 
After his d'stth his son purchased the 
palace but. has since sold it to a rich 
Egyptian .Tew. 
I shall never forget my first night 
in Venice. 
After dinner I went out 
on the canal with some friends in a 
gondola -that strange mode of trans­ 
port that in the days of “ Serenissim a” 
floated silentlv and sw iftly througl. 
the dark canals, decked with gold and 
silver and adorned w ith costly stuffs; 
a 
mute witness of plighted troths 
and of hidden crime. 
In the sixteenth 
century when these conveyances had 
reached the height of luxury, a decree 
was form ulated ordering the gondolas 
to be covered with black cloth. 
By 
degrees they attaine 1 their present ap 
liearanee which resemble that of a 
floating coffin turned up at ’ends and 
on one end the>turdyfgondolier stands 
over the living 
occupants 
as 
the 
guardian angel. 
The moon was never so beautiful 
and the sky never so bine as upon that 
first evening. 
We floated out to a 
point where the 
canal widens and 
there joined the procession of hundreds 
of other gondolas all clustering around 
a boat decked with swinging lamps. 
From out the boat rose clear in the 
night air a soprano voeie and G ilda’s 
song out of Rigoletto echoed across 
the Grand canal, followed by a gay 
chorus of m andolins andj guitars. 
In 
other words a most excellent vaude 
ville was in progress, set in a perfect 
forest of gondolas, in the dark waters 
of the canal in which were reflected 
the shadows of the palaces in long 
weird sh*!*« . 
The Venetian Serenade

ways to the left. 
To contemplate Venice is to con­ 
tem plate 
a 
strange 
vision, which 
seems to have arisen as 
by 
some 
mysterious charm from the depths of 
the sea in order to wield w ith queenly 
grace the sceptre of beauty over the 
blue waters of Adria. 
Remnants of 
an old-world art, which were brought 
to this haven of refuge from distant 
shores, have preserved throughout the 
town an air of antiquity, and with 
her wonderful architecture has main- 
tained for her this characteristic iu 
spite of the exigencies of mod« *rn life. 
it is quite true that “ States fall ami 
art fatles, 
but beauty never dies.”
